SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Exciting 59 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the magazine is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is classified as a restricted publication as it contains explicit images of 
sexual activity. 

The magazine is a glossy publication that contains a large proportion of coloured 
photographic images of male to female and female to female sexual activity. The 
photographs are of an explicit nature. The magazine is intended to be read by a male 
audience, and such a readership is catered for by providing a strong focus on the 
women in the magazine. The magazine provides a strong focus on full-body images 
of men and women engaged in the sexual activity which consists mainly of fellatio and 
anal and vaginal intercourse. The models in the magazine are of various ages and 
are of different physiques. The magazine provides various examples of the men and 
women engaging in degrading sexual acts but these are limited and not a strong focus 
for the magazine. 

Given the level of sexually explicit activity contained in this magazine, the 
Classification Office considers that unless the availability of the publication is restricted 
to an adult readership, the magazine would be considered as injurious to the public 
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good. The injury arises out of the misleading representations of men's and women's 
sexuality. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the 
magazine.
